The GSENM proclamation describes 1.7 million acres, as follows: 

"The Federal land and interests in land reserved consist of approximately 1.7 million acres, 
which is the smallest area compatible with the proper care and management of the objects to be 
protected." 


From the monuments review data call, the executive summary has the following description of 
acre changes since designation: 

Summary of Any Boundary Adjustments since Designation 

Since designation, there have been two congressional boundary adjustments as well as an 
exchange of all of the State of Utah School and Institutional Trust Lands Administration 
(SITLA) lands within the Monument boundaries. When the Monument was designated, it 
encompassed 1,878,465 acres. In 1998, H.R. 3910, the Automobile National Fleritage Area Act 
(Public Law 105-355), resulted in a boundary change to 1,884,011 acres, a net gain of 
approximately 5,546 acres. In 2009, H.R. 377, the Omnibus Public Land Management Act 
(Public Law 111-11), directed a boundary change and purchase for the Turnabout Ranch, 
resulting in the removal of approximately 25 acres from GSENM. The Utah Schools and Land 
Exchange Act of 1998 exchanged State/SITLA lands within the boundaries of GSENM. The 
federal government received all State inholdings in GSENM (176,699 acres) while the State 
received $50 million in cash plus $13 million in unleased coal and approximately 139,000 acres, 
including mineral resources. The federal government received additional State holdings within 
other NPS and US Forest Service units as part of the same exchange. 

Our website shows 1,870,000 and our National Conservation Lands data table as of 
Feb. 2017 indicates 1,866,331 acres. 

There are always minor acre differences because of improved GIS mapping, so that 
would likely explain the minor difference between the website and our data table.
